lion instead of $500,000. 
A ltm an's bu ried treasu re, in $5, 
$10 and $20 bills, is being u nearth­ 
ed from beneath 
a feed mill he 
owned. N ew spaper w rappings on 
the pack ages of money indicated 
it had been handled in October 
19 45. 
‘If that money had been de­ 
posited in a bank and had earned 
interest at an estim ated av erage 
rate of 3 per cent, 
compou nded 
qu arterly , the interest alone wou ld 
hav e am ou nted to $35 6 ,36 1 in the 
18 y ears,” said a New York City 
bank er. 
He said so me banks co mpo und 


interest monthly and this wou ld 
hav e increased the su m. 
Another 
bank ing 
official 
said, 
“ A reasonable estim ate is that the 
money at least wou ld hav e dou ­ 
bled to $1 million if pu t into a 
bank tru st fu nd 18 y ears ago.” 
Another bank er noted that if Alt­ 
m an had inv ested the money in 
stock s, and his inv estm ents had 
fared as well as the Dow Jones 
av erage 
which 
m easu res 
stock 
m ark et m ov em ents, “ the $500,000 
today wou ld be $2.5 m illion.” 
Meanwhile, a v eteran employ e 
of A ltm an’s mill near Troy recall­ 
ed that a section of tim bers in 
the

The bill prov ides for referring 
to the arbitration board the two

Another banking official said, 
“A reasonable estimate is that the 
money at least would have dou­ 
bled to $1 million if put into a 
bank trust fund 18 years ago.” 
Another banker noted that if Alt­ 
man had invested the money in 
stocks, and his investments had 
fared as well as the Dow Jones 
average 
which 
measures

market movements, “ the $500,000 
today would be $2.5 million.” 
Meanwhile, a veteran employe 
of Altman’s mill near Troy recall­ 
ed that a section of tim bers in 
the 
mill 
splintered 
about 
five 
years ago and some excavating 
had to be done to make repairs 
The work took five days and for 
the five full days, the elderly 
mill owner kept an eagle eye on 
the workmen. 


“ I wondered at the time why 
Pop (Altman) sat there all those 
days and watched every move we 
made,” the employe said. 
Now he knows. 
The excavators had dug within 
five feet of where Altman buried 
some of the huge fortune in U.S 
currency which millhands, digging 
again this week, have unearthed. 
On top of the earlier discovery 
of two 10-gallon milk cans stuffed 
to the brim with about $350,000 
in small denomination bills, the 
workers turned up a five-gallon 
can 
Thursday 
with 
more 
than 
$150,000 in it. The latter had been 
buried in another part of the mill 
property across U.S. 25A from the 
original find. 
Guards, including sheriff’s dep­ 
uties, remained at their posts to­ 
day to keep intruders'from doing 
some digging of their own. No one 


was sure but that there wasn’t 
still more of the Altman fortune 
underground. 
Much of the place already has 
been dug up. on order of Altman’s 
heirs, a son and daughter whom 
he told from his deathbed July 28 
that he had buried his money at 
his Miami County plant. 
They had only half believed him, 
thinking their 76-year-old father 
might be delirious. But this week 
after 
making 
arrangements for 
protection from law enforcement 
authorities, they ordered “opera 
tion buried treasure” to proceed. 
The money from the three cans 
now reposes in the Federal Re­ 
serve Bank at Cincinnati pending 
settlement of the Altman estate. 
The son is George Altman of Ir­ 
win, Pa. The daughter is Mrs 
Mary Jane Ward of Troy, whose

U.S. Aid Ban

RFK Explains Civil 
Rights Strategy 


WASHINGTON

Atty 
Gen. Robert F. Kennedy present­ 
ed to Congress today a modified 
proposal to withhold federal aid 
money from program s in which 
racial discrimination occurs. 
As revised, the proposals—Title 
VI of the Kennedy 
administra 
tion’s omnibus civil rights bill — 
would 
permit 
state 
and 
local 
agencies to go to court 
for a ju 
dicial review of any federal with­ 
holding of aid funds. 
Kennedy told the Senate Judi­ 
ciary Committee the p r o p o s a l 
places stress on ending discrim ­ 
ination 
rather than 
cutting off 
federal aid. 
Formerly, the m easure was at­ 
tacked both by enemies of the 
civil rights bill and by its back­ 
ers, who said the original propos­ 
al lacked teeth. 
Title VI is built around the 
statem ent that “no person shall 
on the ground of race, color, re­ 
ligion, or national origin, be ex­ 
cluded from participation in, he 
denied the benefits of, or be sub­ 
jected 
to 
discrimination 
under 
any program or activity receiving 
federal financial assistance.” 
The revised legislation — the 
first major change the adminis­ 
tration has proposed to Congress 
since 
introducing its 
bill early 
this summer—specified that each 
federal 
department 
and 
agency 
authorized to hand out federal 
money through grants, contracts, 
loans and other means shall take 
action to enforce the nondiscrim 
ination policy. 
Such 
agencies 
may draw up 
their own regulations governing 
their distribution of aid and may 
resort to ending such aid to local 
and 
state agencies 
refusing to 
comply. 
The bill provides that all ef­ 
forts must be used to effect com­ 
pliance voluntarily before resort­ 
ing to such drastic action as cut­ 
ting off aid or going to court.

Senate Panel 
OKs Proposal 


Vote Set Monday 
As Deadline Looms 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 
The 
Senate 
Commerce 
Committee, 
working against a Thursday strike 
deadline, approved today a bill 
providing for binding arbitration 
to settle the deadlocked dispute 
over railroad work rules. 
The bill, calling for the creation 
of a seven-man arbitration board, 
is to be taken up by the Senate 
Monday. 
The board would be composed 
of two representatives of the car­ 
riers and two of the unions and 
of three public members desig­ 
nated by the other four unions, 
or, if they are unable to agree, 
appointed by the President. 
The committee rejected Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s proposal for sub­ 
mitting the four-year-old dispute 
to the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission. which would have been 
empowered to issue work rules 
binding for two years. 
The bill follows the lines of a 
proposal made a week ago by 
Secretary of Labor W\ Willard 
Wirtz for creation of an arbitra­ 
tion panel. 
The bill, approved by the Com­ 
merce 
Committee 
without 
dis­ 
sent, would bar a strike or walk­ 
out or the posting of new work 
rules, pending arbitration of the 
dispute. 
The bill provides for referring 
to the arbitration board the two 
main issues in dispute—firem en’s 
jobs and the make-up of train 
crews. 
Collective bargaining would be 
attempted on other lesser issues 
in dispute, but if they could not 
be resolved by negotiation they 
also would be submitted to the 
board for arbitration. 
The arbitration board would be 
required to begin its hearings 30 
days after enactment of the legis­ 
lation or at such earlier date as 
the parties and the board might 
agree upon. 
The board would have to file 
its award not later than 60 days 
after it commenced its hearings, 
and in no event later than 90 days 
after enactment of the resolution. 
W’irtz’ proposal, 
accepted 
im­ 
mediately without reservation by 
the carriers and conditionally by 
the five rail unions involved in the 
dispute, was to submit the two 
key issues to an arbitration panel 
composed of management, union 
and public representatives. Other 
issues, such as wage structure, 
would be left to separate negotia­ 
tion. 
The 
two 
parties, 
however, 
bogged down in trying to reach 
agreement on timing and proce­ 
dures. 
Magnuson said Thursday that 
whatever bill the committee brings 
out will reach the Senate floor 
Monday. He indicated also that he 
feels the bill can be passed in the 
Senate. Passage in the House may 
be more difficult, he indicated. 
Actually, the House has before 
it a similar group of legislative 
proposals tailored to end the dis­ 
pute, but leaders in that body are 
waiting for the Senate to act.

was 
given 
back to Congress when the car- 
riers and brotherhoods failed to 
agree on the final form of the ar­ 
bitration 
proposal suggested by 
Wirtz.

The Litany Is Familiar 


Painful conditions, such as a kid­ 
ney stone or gall b l a d d e r co 
lie, need strong medication for the 
patient’s comfort. For y ears, mor­ 
phine and similar drugs and chem 
icals have been used ex tensively 
to control the acute pain of many 
diseases, as well as for the after- 
math of S’*j*gery . 


Relief of pain is obtained with 
vary ing amounts of t h e s e drugs, 
depending on the weight and age 
of the patient. Alway s lurking ma­ 
liciously in the mind, however, has 
been the fear that addiction comes 
readily to some people who require 
long and continued use of habit- 
forming drugs during their illness­ 
es. 
Patients sometimes become re­ 
sistant to drugs and therefore re­ 
quire Targer and larger amounts 
to 
control 
the 
pain. 
Obviously , 
this further increases the hazard 
of addiction. 
The level of tolerance to drugs 
varies with the individual. F or 
some people, moderate and con­ 
trolled use of a drug for any sus­ 
tained period is imperative. Others 
are better able to resist the de 
pendence on drugs that are potenti­ 
ally addictive. 
In an effort to avoid the pa 
tient’s innocent addiction to nar­ 
cotics, chemists have been assidu 
ously seeking non narcotic p a i n 
killers. One such drug, a variation

Early trials have already shown 
it bo be ex ceedingly effective for 
the relief of pain after surgery 
Patients with rheumatism and ar 
thritis have been given startling 
relief without unpleasant side ef 
fects. Studies on known durg ad 
diets in Federal hospitals show no 
increase in their addiction. 
This medical achievement will 
soon be an available reality that 
will give not only relief of pain but 
comforting assurance to

tient that his medication will not 
be habit - forming.

Defendant 
Is Handled 
Like Freight 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Charles 
E. 
Kinsey 
made 
probably the 
strangest entry into U.S. District 
Court ever seen. 
A hand truck and two freight 
elevators were used by deputy U. 
S. marshals Thursday to get the 
43-year-old Kinsey to the third 
floor of the building, where he 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
selling “pep pills” to truck driv­ 
ers. 
The novel means of access to 
the courtroom was necessary be­ 
cause the defendant weighs 585 
pounds and has difficulty walking. 
Kinsey, who told deputy mar­ 
shals he weighed 880 pounds once 
but had “ managed to reduce a 
little,” was released under $500 
personal bond after Judge James 
C. Connell deferred sentence pend­ 
ing a probation report. 
To get to the courtroom, Kin­ 
sey, operator of Tiny’s Truck Stop 
at Oceola, sat on a heavy wooden 
box on a hand truck outside the 
building. The truck was rolled 
onto a freight elevator that de­ 
scends from the sidewalk. Kinsey 
was taken to the basement on the 
sidewalk elevator and then to the 
inside freight elevator which took 
him to the third floor.

Altman was known during his 
lifetime for his distrust of banks 
A statement from family attor­ 
neys William Sutton of Pittsburgh 
and F. L. Shipman of Troy Thurs­ 
day explained: 
“The evidence available indi­ 
cates that all of the funds have 
been buried since the early 1930s, 
and this is borne out by dates of 
ail currencies. 
“ Mr. Altman had mentioned to 
many of his friends and acquaint­ 
ances through the years that after 
the bank closings in the early 
1930s he ceased to trust banks.” 
The attorneys also said Altman, 
born in Manor, Pa., had operated 
a coal business earlier in his ca­ 
reer and sold coal during World 
War I to U.S. Steel Corp. They 
said profits from the coal business 
probably formed the foundation 
for his wealth and “probably con­ 
stituted the source of the buried 
funds.” 
If the money was buried in the 
’30s, it evidently was handled at 
least 
once 
afterward, 
for 
the 
money was tied in small bun­ 
dles each wrapped in copies of 
October 1945 newspapers. 
Other money was found recently 
in safety deposit boxes at the mills 
as further evidence of Altman’s 
dislike for banks. Four fires hit 
the plant during the 1940s, and 
some of the bills found in one of 
the safety deposit boxes were 
scorched and plastered together 
These were sent to the U.S. Treas­ 
ury for salvage. 
Altman, despite his acknowledg­ 
ed eccentricities, was no miserly 
skinflint, according to old friends 
and employes. 
“He was a very generous man.” 
one friend of 30 years asserted. 
One of the digging crew said the 
old man didn’t like to be called 
“Boss,” but insisted that everyone 
call him Stacy. He said Altman 
pitched in with all kinds of work, 
even helping unload trucks.
